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Police appeal for witnesses after man dies 
in car accident on A30 causing long delays

POLICE, fire crews and the air ambulance 
attended a fatal crash at Rawridge, near Honiton, 
on Tuesday last. 

A man from Honiton died after the car he was driving 
was involved in the serious collision. 

The two-vehicle smash took place on the A30 just after 
1.30pm. The dead man has not been named by police but 
his relatives have been informed. It is believed he is in his 
70s. 

He was driving a Vauxhall Astra which collided with a 
Peugeot van. 

Fire crews from Honiton were sent to the scene and a 
specialist rescue vehicle was also sent from Exmouth. 

Air ambulance transferred the fatally injured man from 
the crash scene to Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital where 
he later died from his injuries. 

A spokesman for the fire service said: “Two pumps were 
sent from Honiton, also a specialist appliance was sent 
from Exmouth. 

“On arrival crews came across one vehicle involved in a 
road traffic collision with one elderly man trapped inside. 

“Hydraulic cutting equipment was used to free the man 
who in turn was then conveyed to hospital via air 
ambulance.” 

Police are appealing for witnesses or anyone with 
information about the crash to contact them. 

A spokesman for Devon and Cornwall Police added: 
“The driver of the Astra sustained serious injuries and was 
taken to the Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital where sadly 
he died. 

“The man, from Honiton, has not been named as yet but 
next of kin are aware. 

“Police are keen to speak to any witnesses to the 
collision or who saw the vehicles prior to the collision.” 

This is the second fatal accident to take place on the 
stretch of road within the last few weeks. 

As previously reported in this newspaper, a man died 
after the car he was travelling in was involved in a three 
car pile-up on the A303 near Yarcombe. 

A six and a half-hour road closure was put in place and 
officers from Avon and Somerset Police were drafted in to 
assist motorists.

Court facing closure threat

HONITON Magistrates’ Court is 
facing a possible closure threat. 

Government ministers have 
announced proposals to improve the 
use of courts throughout England and 
Wales. 

As part of the proposals, ministers 
are asking for views on whether to 
close 103 magistrates’ and 54 county 
courts that they claim are underused - 
and the Honiton court is on the list. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, courts 
minister Jonathan Djanogly said: 
“When public finances are under 
pressure, it is vital to eliminate waste 


and reduce costs. The government is 
committed to supporting local justice, 
enabling justice to be done and seen 
to be done in our communities. 

“Magistrates hear the majority of 
criminal cases and this voluntary 
contibution will continue to be 
strongly supported by the 
government. 

“We now have the opportunity to 
think afresh about how we can create 
a more modern fit-for-purpose justice 
system in line with the way we live 
our lives today.” 

If the proposals are implemented, 
ministers say they could achieve 
running cost savings of around 
£15.3million per year along with a 


saving of £21.5million on 
maintenance costs. 

Mr Djanogly added: “Not all 
disputes need to be resolved in court. 
I want to explore whether more 
people can resolve their disputes in a 
way that leads to faster and more 
satisfactory solutions. 

“The lord chancellor and I are keen 
to hear the views of everyone with an 
interest in local justice arrangements. 
He will take all views into account 
before making any decision on which 
courts ought to be closed and when.”

SOUTH West Trains (SWT) 
may have listened to passengers 
and decided to extend opening 
hours at its Axminster ticket 
office. 

But mystery surrounds the issue 
and the SWT press office was 
unable to shed any light on things 
on Monday morning. 

Only days after the company told 
Pulman’s View there were no plans 
to have the ticket office open on 
Sundays, the ticket office was, 
indeed, trading on Sunday, July 4th. 

Last week, SWT issued a 
statement to Pulman’s View, saying: 
“We have conducted a full review 
of our ticket office opening hours 
and have proposals in place to 
change the opening hours at a 
number of our station ticket offices. 

“These proposals, which we are 


currently in liaison with the 
Department for Transport over, do 
not include any changes to the 
opening hours of the ticket offices 
at Axminster, Honiton or Feniton. 

“The ticket office at Axminster 
will continue to be manned 
Monday to Friday from 6.15am to 
5pm, and on Saturdays from 
7.15am to 1.05pm and we currently 
have no plans in place to extend or 
change these hours.” 

The opening hours were 
dramatically slashed as part of a 
network-wide initiative last year. 

But there were hopes, and 
indication, that opening hours 
could be extended as a result of the 
new rail loop at Axminster, which 
was opened in December last year. 

Pulman’s View sought 
clarification from SWT on Monday 
morning but the situation had not 
been clarified at the time of going 
to press. 


Pub freehold is finally sold 


THE George Hotel building in 
Axminster has been sold. 

A Punch Taverns spokesperson 
issued a brief statement on Monday 
morning, saying: “I can confirm that 


the George Hotel was sold as freehold 
on June 30th.”

Standing room

IT was standing room only for 
latecomers at a meeting to 
discuss the proposed 
development of 50 houses in 
Eastfield, West Hill, last Monday 
evening. 

Dozens of residents spoke out 
against the proposal although some 
were in favour of the Blue Cedar 
Homes Ltd development. 

One of the first people to speak was 
Eileen Perkins, planning coordinator 
for the West Hill Residents’ 
Association. 

She said: “At a public meeting in 
February this development was 
opposed. 

“Although it must be said that a 
considerable number of West Hill 
residents have expressed a desire to 
downsize but there are currently no 
properties available for this. 

“And, there are people who want to 
live in West Hill because it is close to 
where they work but at the minute 
they can’t afford to live here.” 

Ruth Scott-Freer, of Eastfield, said: 
“This proposal will turn a lovely rural 
green field into an overcrowded 
development the likes of which we 
have not seen in West Hill. The 
volume of traffic that would come 
with this proposed development 
would create a dangerous situation. 
The whole area would become 
hazardous for drivers and pedestrians 
alike. 

“The immense stress of this 
proposal is already affecting the 
health and wellbeing of some 
residents in Eastfield. I strongly 
object.” 

David Evans, of Eastfield, urged

councillors to listen to the comments 
made by West Hill residents. 

He said: “Please consider what the 
people of West Hill think. Don’t 
assume you know what we want and 
listen to what we don’t want.” 

Donna Cooper, of Eastfield, was 
concerned about the environmental 


impact of the development. 

She said: “According to the Devon 
Biodiversity Records Centre the site at 
Eastfield is home to the common 
newt, adder and roe deer. The 
proposed development would destroy 
seven acres of precious habitat.” 

Robert Neil, moved to West Hill in 


1969 and urged residents to re-read 
the village decision statement. 

He added: “I would like to see a 
decision that will not destroy what we 
have worked so hard to achieve.” 

Brett Gregson, of Eastfield, said he 
was concerned about flooding issues 
and likened the offer of a new building

for the primary school, that is 
included in the development, to a 
bribe. He said: “I have two main 
concerns. It only takes three hours of 
rain and then I have standing water in 
my garden. 

“I have serious concerns. The 
developers have offered an outright 
bribe in an attempt to completely go 
against the already set boundaries in 
the village.” 

Claire Wright, Ottery town 
councillor for the West Hill ward, 
declared an interest in the matter and 
spoke before the council went into 
debate. 

She said: “I have a huge number of 
concerns. My parents live in 
Eastfield. The access to the site is 
completely inappropriate and 
Eastfield residents are worried that 
the road could turn into a car park at 
school drop-off times. 

“I don’t think it is for developers to 
decide where the village boundary 
lies.” 


Councillors speak up over development 


IT took almost two hours to 
debate the proposed Blue Cedar 
Homes plan for land north of 
Eastfield, West Hill. 

After listening to residents of West 
Hill and Ottery St Mary, councillors 
voted in favour of recommending 
refusal for the application. 

The first councillor to speak was 
Will Laitinen, West Hill councillor 
for Ottery Town Council, who said: 
“I live in West Hill and I do think 
there is a huge issue with access 
here.” 

Joe Talbot, also a town councillor 
for the West Hill ward, said: “I also 
live in West Hill and I love it here. I 
don’t want it to get any bigger and I 
don’t want it to become an urban 
sprawl. This development is outside 
the urban development boundary, if 


we break this boundary we will 
become a suburb of Exeter. 

“This is beyond a joke and I think 
it is a crazy application and should 
be rejected.” 

Glyn Dobson, the mayor of Ottery 
St Mary, was worried about the size 
of the development and said: “This 
proposal is planned outside the 
building line. 

“There is already a flooding 
problem and a problem with 
sewerage. Because of the sheer size 
of the development that is wanted I 
think it should be turned down.” 

Roger Giles, Ottery town 
councillor and Devon county 
councillor for West Hill, said: “This 
plan is so poor that it is difficult to 
know where to start. 

“I am concerned about the traffic 
impact and flooding issues. This is a 


very bad application and I hope it is 
refused.” 

Paul Lewis, Ottery town 
councillor, said on balance he was 
against the proposal but he urged the 
town council to consider the issue of 
affordable housing. 

He added: “We should be able to 
provide affordable housing for our 
children and grand children and we 
have got to do something about it at 
some point.” 

George Hansford, councillor for 
the north ward, says he was born in 
West Hill and that the village should 
not stand still. 

He said: “I am not in favour of the 
application for 50 houses. I think the 
access is suitable and we shouldn’t 
be depriving anyone else who wants 
to live here, nothing can stay still.” 


Now, fat’s a Guiness World Record? 


AN Axminster tattooist is hoping 
that his 12-hour session — 
during which 102 people had a 
tattoo done — will be regognised 
as an official world record. 

Chris Williams of Chis’s Tat Shack 
was in the process of preparing the 
documentation requested by 
Guinness World Records when he 
spoke to Pulman’s View on Monday 
morning.

Possible protection 
for flood-hit village 


AN east Devon village could 
soon have a flood protection 
scheme in place thanks to a 
potential grant from the 
Environment Agency. 

Eeniton was one of the worst hit 
communities when the floods 
struck east Devon in the winter of 
2008. 

Eollowing a huge clean-up 
operation throughout the district. 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) hosted a Elood Recovery 
Group in Eeniton that looked at the 
causes of the flooding and 
investigated possible initiatives 
designed to reduce the impact of 
future freak weather events. 

Now figures released by the 
Environment Agency show that 
£40,000 is scheduled for spending 
on flood prevention in the village 
this year, with a further £160,000 
earmarked for 2011/12 and just 
over £1 million in 2012/13. 

However, the funding is not 100 
per cent secure and relies on 
various conditions, including the 
approval of planning permission for 
the flood prevention project. 

Graham Brown, EDDC 


councillor for Eeniton, welcomed 
the news of the potential funding. 

He said: “I’m delighted that this 
important flood protection work 
appears in the Environment 
Agency’s funding allocations for 
the next three years, after lobbying 
by EDDC. 

“One can only hope that this 
important contribution does not fall 
victim to Whitehall spending cuts. 

“EDDC’s engineers are standing 
by to initiate the appraisal process 
to report on the special challenges 
that Eeniton poses, and to gather 
options so that we can start to 
design a scheme that will give the 
village, its residents and its 
businesses greater protection from 
flooding in the future. 

“This work will be used to build 
the business case to access the 
funding provisionally put aside by 
the Environment Agency. 

“We are ready and willing to get 
the ball rolling before the autumn 
and we will be holding talks with 
the Environment Agency as soon as 
possible to discuss the procedure 
we must follow to ensure that this 
vital funding comes to us in the 
right way and at the right time.”

HONITON Town Council is 
likely to proceed with plans for 
the £1.75niillion Beehive 
Community Centre despite a 
landslide ‘no’ vote from 
residents in the town who voted 
in the recent town poll.

“In the meantime, the town council 
is close to finalising the planning 
application, which will cost a 
relatively small amount of money, 
but will allow further consultation 
and will enable the town council to 
move ahead with plans at an 
appropriate time.” 

As previously reported in this 
newspaper, just over 900 people 
voted in the poll. 

The poll took place on Thursday, 
June 24th, between 4pm and 9pm. 

The results showed that 662 people 
voted against the plans and 257 
people voted for them.

EDITOR — I need to advise there is 
a very strong opposition to the 
proposed Eastfield development in 
West Hill. 

The West Hill Residents’ 
Association’s Dan Jelly informed me 
he had been misquoted in your 
articles of June 15th and confirmed 
the residents’ association and 
villagers were, and continue to be, 
overwhelmingly opposed to this 
development. 

West Hill has already suffered from 
much garden grabbing in the past few 


years, with the building of homes 
totally inappropriate to a semi-rural 
woodland village. 

I am sure many residents were 
pleased to hear the government’s 
change in direction on this issue, 
giving greater powers for decsion 
making back to the local councils and 
villages. 

West Hill does not have the 
infrastructure required for this type or 
size of development. We already 
struggle with the volume of traffic 
through the village and do not even 


have a safe pathway from its one and 
only village store. 

The development is totally 
inappropriate in both its location 
being a greenfield site and its size and 
must not be allowed to progress. 

The village is very worried that 
agreement to this proposal will also 
create a significant precedent for 
other landowners in West Hill, 
arguing their right to build on further 
protected sites within the no build 
village boundaries. 

There is currently a petition in 


progress which I understand is being 
highly supported by the villagers. 

I can understand why the head 
teacher of the primary school would 
be in favour of this development, but 
there is much more at stake than a gift 
of land and a building, to the majority 
of villagers in West Hill.

How will a new Tesco affect surrounding 
towns and villages own small businesses? 


EDITOR — I share Mr Williams 
disquiet about the cosy relationship 
between East Devon District Council 
and Tesco (Edition of Tuesday, June 
15th), which was one of the reasons 
(among others) why I resigned from 
the Seaton Regeneration Board. 

I had requested several times that 
the minutes of these meetings be 
made public but I was never taken 
seriously. 

My worries were given space in a 
national newspaper recently and, for 
that, I have been reported by someone 
from Seaton to the EDDC Monitoring 


Officer for “behaviour which brings 
Seaton Town Council into disrepute”. 

Quite how it did that I have yet to 
find out, but no doubt I will be told by 
EDDC and possibly punished in due 
course. 

Probably this letter will elicit the 
same reaction. 

However, free speech is still, as far 
as I am aware, free, even in east 
Devon. 

Mr Williams has worries about 
exactly why we are having a massive 
Tesco in Seaton which is more 
suitable for Exmouth or Exeter. 


We are both given the reason and 
excuse that “it stops shopping 
leaching out of Seaton to other towns 
and benefits Seaton’s high street”. 

However, if Seaton has this massive 
Tesco presumably people from other 
towns will come to Seaton — in their 
cars — rather than going to shops in 
Sidmouth, Honiton or Axminster and 
those towns will then lose trade to the 
Seaton Tesco, as will our own town 
shops. Where is the benefit in that?

AT Axminster Art Society’s June 
meeting Jake Winkle gave a 
lecture and demonstration on 
Skies in Watercolour. 

He showed a packed hall of 
members and visitors his method, 
beginning the first of three paintings 
by wetting the paper thoroughly and 
evenly with diagonal strokes of a hake 
brush. 

The colours he uses for skies are 
usually cobalt blue, light red and raw 
sienna, varying the way he mixes them 
to show different moods. 

He brushed the sky area diagonally, 
leaving varied areas of tone and 
colour, emphasising that he aims for 
random, asymmetrical areas avoiding 
repetition of the same shapes; where a 
sky comes into contact with land in a 


picture he uses raw sienna. 

After a break for tea Jake produced 
three different pictures, each with its 
own atmosphere. 

He bucks the trend by painting from 
dark to light rather than the usual 
watercolour technique of light to dark, 
pointing out that it is not a good idea 
to paint sharp details in the foreground 
if the focus is to be the less well 
defined background. 

Jake told the audience that his key 
themes in a painting are shape, colour 
and tone. 

Having had such an instructive 
demonstration the audience, which 
had been very attentive throughout, 
went home hoping they could 
remember all Jake’s clever but simple 
ideas on how to paint convincing 
skies.

Ma gpies swoop 
on swallow nest 


THEY are handsome, intelligent and a damned 
nuisance. This morning I discovered a swallow’s 
nest scattered on the floor of the tack-room, with 
a scattering of dark blue feathers beside it. 

Only yesterday I had noted a pair of fledgling 
swallows peering over the edge of the mud nest, almost 
ready to fly. But these unfortunates had been killed and 
eaten by magpies which had the temerity to enter the 
stable at dawn to undertake their fell deed. 

I had seen a pair of the pied pirates hopping on the 
stable roof to be dive-bombed by agitated parent 
swallows, but there was little I could do. With a public 
footpath through the field next door, and a constant flow 
of dog-walkers, a Larsen trap would last five minutes. 

Magpies are a menace, and it is a vast pity that Kate 
Humble in the Springwatch TV programme fails to 
understand that they need to be severely controlled. 
Thousands of fledglings are torn from their nests each 
spring by these persistent predators and it is high time 
that their numbers were reduced. 

I recently bemoaned the apparent lack of swifts, and 
even house-martins in my area, but am delighted to 
report seeing several swifts early one morning, and 
dozens of house-martins. David Walters, in the latest 
axe estuary bird report, notes that the swift population 
has, for some inexplicable reason, crashed in recent 
years, possibly partly due to an increasing lack of 
nesting sites. However, the RSPB is keen to discover 
where swifts are still to be seen, and where they are 
nesting. To this end they are asking anyone who has 
seen these birds or knows of nesting sites to record 
them by visiting www.rspb.org.uk/helpswifts . 

There is also mention in the newsletter of the Axe 
Vale Animals and Bird Park which is run by Andrew 
and Jane Collier. They have assembled a wonderful 
collection of creatures, including meerkats, wallabies, 
porcupines and eagle owls, and their park, set just 
below Axminster, is well worth a visit. 

We may have just had a dash of much needed rain, but 
even so the countryside is tinder dry and during June a 
number of heath fires in Dorset have occurred at 
Bourne Bottom, Talbot Heath, Canford Heath and 
Kinson Commons, all of which have destroyed 
vegetation and wildlife. 

Doubtless the majority of heath fires are caused by 
accident, often through discarded cigarettes, but in 
some cases fires are started deliberately. Urban Heath 
Partnership (UHP) wardens are patrolling the most 
vulnerable sites, as too are the police and Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service. If you see a fire, no matter how 
small, immediately dial 999 and provide location 
details. Don’t take a chance or ignore it. 

We all know that the water-vole population had 
plummeted, largely due to the invasion of the wretched 
American mink. Now an experiment on the River Dore 
in Herefordshire has clearly shown that the trend can be 
reversed. 

Some 600 captive-bred water-voles have been 
released in the area and, at the same time, there has 
been a complete elimination of mink. The result is that 
the voles have thrived and are now well established 
along the 285km of river. 

The mink have been wiped out over a 400 sq km area, 
through the use of the Game and Wildlife Conservancy 
Trust’s designed mink raft, a highly efficient method of 
trapping the vicious predators. 

However, it is a costly exercise and if the experiment 
is to be extended to other areas on a large scale, funding 
is going to be needed. The cost of running mink rafts 
and traps amounts to £306 a day. Nevertheless, if mink 
can at last be wiped out and water-voles restored, the 
overall budget, country wide, will be more than 
justified. Hopefully, even in these straitened times 
Government funding will be found, perhaps assisted 
from the private sector, to help return this harmless 
native animal to its former status.

Wendy honoured by RNLI 


THERE is a reminder this week 
that preparations for Back to 
Church Sunday this September 
are moving ahead. 

Last year 100,000 people accepted 
invitations to church through this 
initiative, and research shows that 
between 12 and 15 per cent of these 
people became regular attenders at 
their local churches. 

Also happening in September is 
voting by members of Deanery 
Synods in the election for the new 
Church of England General Synod. 

If few members exercise their votes 
the co mm on sense of democracy is 
threatened and it leaves extremist 
groups to fill the void. 

The voting is by the single 
transferable system which means 
that every vote counts and if the early 
choices are knocked out then votes 
are transferred down the line — so no 
vote is wasted. 

All of this will be explained on the 
ballot papers. Before this new 
General Synod meets in the autumn, 
the present Synod has its final 
session, at York University, in July. 

The agenda for this meeting 
includes some 17 hours set aside to 
debate the draft measure for the 
consecration of women as bishops. 

The formal process involves several 
steps which must be completed and 
agreed at Synod before the proposals 
are sent to the 45 dioceses and the 
armed forces chaplaincies for 
agreement. 

At least half of these bodies must 
be agreed before the proposals return 


to the new General Synod in 2010 for 
final approval, and then on to 
parliament and the Queen. 

So, it seems that the first woman 
Bishop in the Church of England will 
not appear until 2014. 

The General Synod in July will also 
be dealing with some other business 
including changes to the clergy 
pension scheme, and a draft budget, 
the establishment of a Eaith and 
Order Commission, and a motion 
from Coventry Diocesan Synod 
proposing to give deanery synods 
incorporated status. 

The Sunday evening session, — 
which conflicts with the World Cup 
final — comprises annual reports 
from the two Archbishops — will 
there be any absentees? 

While on dates, this time 2012 is 
the 350th anniversary of the 1662 
book of common prayer. 

The charity The Prayer Book 
Society has launched a campaign 
urging the Royal Mint and Royal 
Mail to issue a special coin and stamp 
to mark the event, and suggestions 
for a stamp are the Archbishop of 
Canterbury holding the book of 
common prayer. 

Eorthcoming local events include 
the annual Colyton Church Eete on 
Saturday, July 10th including games, 
stalls and teas. 

Thursday, July 15th at 7.30pm sees 
the 28th annual meeting of the 
Eriend’s of St Andrews Colyton in 
the church.

E nsure it really is ‘home sweet 
home’ by creating comfortable, 
welcoming rooms for family and 
friends.

Her new book, aptly named The Com¬ 
forts of Home, includes an inspiring col¬ 
lection of rejuvenating and 
transformative tips. Some of the guid¬ 
ance harks back to inexpensive natural 
remedies, and housekeeping rituals of 
bygone eras, while other suggestions 
are ingenious ways to achieve bang-up- 
to-date styles without breaking the bank. 

Caroline, who lives in London but has 
over the years travelled Europe visiting 
a myriad homes, says: “The current 
order of the day is a house that is warm 
and easy to live in, decorated with indi¬ 
viduality and taste, not excess and ex¬ 
travagance. 

“There are so many things that one 
can do to make a place, a room, more 
comfortable, more pleasant to be in - so 
many small decorative changes that rely 
on imagination and style, rather than a 


deep purse. Creating a comfortable 
home is actually far more about thought 
than money.” 

Follow Caroline’s thrifty chic recipe for 
rooms that you’ll never want to leave! 

Six easy steps to a cost free make¬ 
over 

• Copy decorators, who often move 
their furniture around on a temporary or 
seasonal basis, or just because they feel 
like it, says Caroline. 

‘They like to see how things look in a 
new light, perhaps moving a sofa or 
chairs to a different position. They try 
things out and assess the results with a 
cool, dispassionate eye. Moving one 
large piece will alter the way that every¬ 
thing else in the room looks. At the very 
worst it will show you what you can’t do, 
and at the best it will give the room a 
whole new effect, as well as a com¬ 
pletely different perspective.” 

• Add new cushions or lampshades, or 
move existing ones to different rooms to 
rejuvenate your home. 

‘This is another decorator’s tip,” says 
Caroline. “It’s done for the same reason 
that it’s all too easy to get used to seeing 
things so that they almost become invis¬ 
ible through familiarity. Pile up cushions 
in one area and then try them out on dif¬ 
ferent seats, in new areas, or consider 
having lighter cushion covers for sum¬ 
mer months to ring the changes. 

• Ring the changes in the kitchen. If 
you normally have only table mats, use 
tablecloths. 

“Tablecloths are comfortable, cosy, 
and when they dress a table they sug¬ 
gest delicious meals soon to be eaten,” 
says Caroline. 

So get out the china kept in cupboards 
for special occasions, and use it more 
frequently. Or, if you don’t want to risk 


special pieces getting damaged, put up 
shelves and display it. 

• Bring new life to the bedroom, says 
Caroline, by bringing out your collection 
of bedspreads and bed linen and trying 
different combinations. Discard (or recy¬ 
cle) sets rarely used, and consider tak¬ 
ing advantage of sales and investing in 
a couple of new bed linen sets a year, 
she says.

“Nothing sharpens the mind so much 
as seeing what other people want, and 
how much they might be prepared to pay 
for it,” says Caroline. “Browse antiques 
sites on the internet, graze antique price 
guides, look in shop windows. As the old 
cliche goes, ‘One man’s junk is another 
man’s treasure’ and I guarantee that the 
moment you see an old print, chair or 
vase rather like the one you have at 
home, the one you actually own will be¬ 
come even lovelier than it already is.”you 
can quickly transform.

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Mew Ford prices to set value benchmark 


Ford is reducing the official rec¬ 
ommended list prices on all its 
medium and small cars from Au¬ 
gust 2. This follows similar action 
on Ford's large car range in April 
and means that all Ford's ac¬ 
claimed passenger cars now 
offer transparent value for money. 

Kevin Quigg, Ford Dealer Council 
chairman, said: "There was an im¬ 
mediate effect in the showroom as 
a result of the lower list prices on 
large cars. Ford dealers are de¬ 
lighted to see the company contin¬ 
uing to lead the market by applying 
the initiative across the entire Ford 
car range." 

As well as appealing to showroom 
customers, the lower recom¬ 
mended list prices will also reduce 
P11D tax liability, increasing the ap¬ 
peal of Ford's small and medium 
cars to company car drivers. 

Seasonal promotions featuring 
discounts of up to 15 per cent were 
first introduced across the Ford UK 
dealer network to maximise trade in 
the critical March sales month, 
when customers massed to acquire 
the latest "10" number plates. 
Launched in early February and ad¬ 
vertised in the media and on the 
Ford website, these temporary pro¬ 
motions resulted in strong sales. 

In April, these promotions effec¬ 
tively became permanent on Ford 
large cars and now they have been 
applied across the entire Ford car 
range, to make the pricing and 


value of Ford models more trans¬ 
parent to customers. 

Nigel Sharp, managing director 
Ford of Britain, said: "The traditional 
way that the car industry has oper¬ 
ated in the UK - with high recom¬ 
mended list price matched to high 
discounts - is causing confusion for 
consumers.

THE NEW Auris was chosen 
from a short-list of 10 green 
car finalists which were test- 
driven by six of the UK’s 
leading green transport and 
environmental experts. The 
judging was completely in¬ 
dependent and showcased 
the most innovative green 
new cars available to buy in 
the UK during 2010. 

In addition to awarding the 
Car of the Year title to the new 
Auris hybrid, the judging panel 
also ‘highly commended’ the 
Seat Leon 1.6 TDI Ecomotive, 
BMW 320d EfficientDynamics 
and Citroen DS3 1.6 HDi. 

On behalf of the judging 
panel, Dr Ben Lane, Managing 
Editor of WhatGreenCar said: 
"With so many models now in 
the sub-1 OOg/km category for 
C02 emissions, this year’s 
contest was more evenly 
matched than in 2009. The 
SEAT Leon excelled in its 
drive, handling and its excel¬ 
lent value, with one of the low¬ 
est WGC ratings in its class. 
The BMW 320d has dramati¬ 
cally improved on the emis¬ 
sions of its predecessor, 
without denting BMW’s high 
standards of build and per¬ 
formance. And the new Cit¬ 
roen DS3 is the new low 
emission head-turner, and will 


be in high demand from car 
buyers who are looking for a 
green car that’s ‘sexy’." 

"The judges, however, were 
particularly impressed by Toy- 
ota’sAuris hybrid; the latest in 
their developing hybrid range 
and, most significantly, the 
first hybrid in the 'small family' 
class. Cheaper and smaller 
than the Prius, the new Auris 
will allow significantly more 
car buyers to join the ‘hybrid 
owners’ club. In addition to 
the car’s superior drive and 
state-of-the-art driver control 
options, the judges also noted 
its ‘normal’ looks, in contrast 
to the more futuristic Prius; 
and a sign that hybrid technol¬ 
ogy is now becoming main¬ 
stream." 

‘‘Cne other short-listed car 
that also caught the judges’ 
attention was the all-electric 
Mitsubishi iMiEV. With its dis¬ 
tinctive looks, silent running, 
zero-emissions, and total sim¬ 
plicity, several judges thought 
that this was the ‘car to 
watch’, the only reservation 
being the price. With a list 
price of over £38,000, the 
iMiEV remains way out of 
reach for most car buyers.

only 10, we hope they will.” 
About the Toyota Auris hybrid 
The Auris’ Hybrid Synergy 
drive is almost identical to that 
of the successful Prius, and 
features a 1.8 litre VVT-i petrol 
engine and two electric mo¬ 
tors that work together to de¬ 
liver power to the wheels in the 
most efficient way. The result 
is best-in-class CC2 emis¬ 
sions of just 89 g/km and a 
combined fuel economy of 
74.3 mpg. 

As in the Prius, the driver is 


able to switch between the 
power options: driving in EV- 
mode (electric only when bat¬ 
teries have sufficient charge), 
ECC-mode (the car decides 
how to use energy sources 
most efficiently), and PCWER- 
mode (petrol and engine and 
batteries are used to maxi¬ 
mum effect). The model is ex¬ 
empt from paying 'road tax' 
and the London Congestion 
Charge.The Auris hybrid is 
manufactured in the UK, and 
is available from 1st July.
